Locality. — The  Haworth  Urban  District  is  situated  in  the  Parish  of  Bradford,  in  the 
Registration  Sub-District  of  Haworth  in  the  Union  of  Keighley,  in  the  West  Riding  of 
York.  The  District  is  long  and  narrow  in  shape,  and  lies  in  a direction  from  north-east  to 
south-west.  It  is  about  54  miles  in  length  and  1 mile  in  breadth  at  its  widest  part.  The 
town  of  Haworth  is  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  Worth  Valley,  which  is  very  narrow  at 
this  point,  the  ground  rising  rapidly  on  either  side  of  the  River  Worth  (or  Bridge  House 
Beck)  and  the  Worth  Valley  Branch  of  the  Midland  Railway.  The  old  portion  of  the  town 
is  situated  on  the  N.W  side  of  the  valley  and  the  new  portion  on  the  S.E.,  known  as  the 
Brow  Estate,  where  it  is  continuous  with  Lees  and  Cross  Roads,  a portion  which  formerly 
belonged  to  the  Bingley  District,  and  was  added  to  Haworth  in  March,  1896,  consisting  of 
340  acres,  with  a population  of  2,200.  There  are  a few  outlying  farms  on  the  N.W.  side 
of  the  District  on  the  slope  of  a side  valley  facing  Stanbury,  and  the  greater  part  of  the 
remainder  consists  of  wild  moorland. 

Elevation. — The  township  is  situated  on  Millstone  Grit,  and  there  are  several  sand- 
stone quarries.  The  highest  point  in  the  district  is  Dick  Delf  Hill  in  the  extreme  west 
corner,  and  this  has  an  elevation  of  1,477  feet  above  the  ordance  datum.  Other  points 
working  eastward  are: — Oxenhope  Stoop  Hill,  1,450;  Harbour  Hill,  1,250;  Enshaw  Knoll, 
1,075  ; and  Penistione  Hill,  1,025.  The  top  of  Main  Street  by  the  Parish  Church  has  an 
elevation  of  800  ft.  The  lowest  point  in  the  district  is  close  to  the  Railway  Station,  where 
it  is  555  ft.  On  Lees  Moor  an  elevation  of  900  ft.  is  reached. 
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Occupations  and  Industries. — There  are  eight  mills  in  the  district  for  wool-combing, 
spinning'  and  weaving,  chiefly  of  woollen  goods  and  Bradford  stuffs,  and  one  for  cotton 
weaving.  These  give  employment  to  the  greater  part  of  the  adult  population,  1,571  (607 
males  and  964  females).  There  are  six  sandstone  quarries,  where  about  63  men  are  em- 
ployed. A large  number  of  the  male  population  find  employment  in  Keighley  as  mechanics, 
etc.,  in  the  machinery  and  tool  trades  (about  800).  The  remainder  consist  of  local 
tradespeople,  and  others  are  employed  in  agriculture  on  grazing  farms. 

Sanitary  Condition  and  Progress.— Water  Supply.  — Haworth  is  supplied  by  gravi- 
tation from  two  reservoirs,  from  either  of  which  the  water  can  be  turned  into  the  mains. 
These  reservoirs  were  constructed  in  1851  and  1880  respectively,  and  together  have  a 
capacity  of  936,000  gallons.  Owing  to  occasional  shortness  of  supply,  this  Authority  in 
1892  made  an  agreement  with  Keighley  Corporation  to  supply  them  in  case  of  deficiency. 
The  Lees  and  Cross  Roads  portion  has  the  Keighley  water.  The  supply  of  the  town  has 
been  ample  throughout  the  year,  and  no  complaint  has  been  received  as  to  quality.  The 
Hough  Reservoir  was  not  cleaned  out  this  year,  and  the  Church  Hill  Reservoir  was  cleaned 
out  in  June  At  Bancroft,  the  portion  of  the  district  supplied  from  Keighley,  there  has  been 
no  shortage  this  year.  An  extension  of  water  main  has  been  laid  this  year  consisting  of 
195  yards  of  6"  main  to  replace  delapidated  4"  main. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. — During  the  year  1924  the  Council  approved  plans  for  exten- 
sive alterations  at  their  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  A Ministry  Inquiry  was  held  on  August 
13th,  1924,  under  G.  Weeks,  Esq.,  M.  Inst.,  C.E.,  for  sanction  to  borrow  £5,500  for 
works  of  sewage  disposal.  The  contracts  were  let  provisionally,  subject  to  the  sanction  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  to  a Bingley  firm,  Messrs.  W.  & S.  Bradley  for  the  sum  of 
£5,092  : 8 : 0.  The  improvements  include  two  Percolating  Rotary  Filters,  60  ft.  and  66  ft. 
in  diameter  respectively,  also  new  Storm  Filters.  Certain  amendments  were  suggested  by 
the  Ministry,  including  a petrol  pump  for  blowing  the  sludge  on  to  adjoining  land.  The  • 
sanction  to  a loan  of  £5,220  was  granted,  and  the  works  are  nearing  completion. 

The  following  extensions  of  main  sewers  were  laid  during  1924  : — The  Council 
extended  their  6”  sewer  from  Bell  Isle  Road  to  within  100  feet  of  the  Central  Schools  at 
Haworth;  135  yards  in  length,  and  fixed  4 manholes  for  this  portion.  No  extensions  of 
main  sewer  have  been  laid  this  year. 

Under  private  drainage  166  yds.  of  6”  drains  with  3 inspection  chambers  and  2 inter- 
cepting chambers,  and  493  yards  of  4"  drains  with  4 inspection  chambers,  and  4 inter- 
cepting chambers  have  been  laid,  and  also  7 yds.  of  9"  drains  with  1 inspection  chamber. 
Total  drains  and  sewers  in  yards  666.  Total  intercepting  and  inspecting  chambers  14. 

Means  of  Excrement  and  Refuse  Disposal. — The  privy  midden  was  formerly  the 
method  of  excrement  disposal  chiefly  in  use  throughout  the  district.  Many  of  the  older 
ones  were  reconstructed  and  movable  receptacles  provided.  Now  the  provision  of  water 
closets  is  enforced  wherever  possible,  and  the  Council  insist  upon  one  W.C.  to  every  house.

116  Fresh  Water  Closets  have  replaced  15  Privy  Middens,  25  Pail  Closets  and  4 Waste 
Water  Closets  ; 72  of  these  are  entirely  new  structures. 

Haworth  Scavenging — The  scavenging  of  Haworth  was  re-organised  in  1916.  The 
Council  undertook  the  removal  of  ashpits  and  privy  contents  from  the  Brow  and  Lees  and 
Cross  Eoads  Sections.  They  purchased  two  horses  and  three  carts  for  this  purpose.  The 
whole  of  the  refuse  is  removed  to  the  Council’s  Tips  at  Dimples,  Lees  Moor,  and  West  Lane. 
A new  tip  was  acquired  last  year  from  Messrs.  Mitchell’s  in  a quarry  on  their  moor  for  the 
Lees  and  Cross  Roads  portion  of  the  district. 

Last  year  the  Sanitary  Inspector  made  test  experiments  as  to  the  comparative  cost  of 
removal  of  refuse  by  Motor  and  the  present  horse  and  cart  scavenging,  with  the  result  that 
the  former  worked  out  at  9/-  per  ton,  whereas  the  present  system  with  horse  and  cart  cost 
about  11/-  per  ton.  Another  test  was  made  in  June  this  year  with  similar  results.  In 
December  the  Council  purchased  a Ford  Standard  Ton  Tipping  Lorry  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
scavenging,  and  sold  one  horse  and  cart.  The  motor  began  working  on  January  1st,  1926, 
and  promises  to  be  a great  advantage. 

A brick  incinerator  was  built  on  the  Lees  Tip,  in  1924,  and  waste  paper  collected  in 
bags  by  the  scavenger  is  burnt  at  once.  This  saves  time  in  sorting  at  the  tip  and  prevents 
nuisance. 

Since  July  1st,  1924,  a scale  of  charges  has  been  agreed  upon  with  the  shopkeepers  for 
collecting  weekly  their  trade  refuse  taken  to  the  Council’s  Tips  at  Dimples  and  Lees  Moor, 
and  this  has  been  a great  improvement,  and  there  has  not  been  a angle  complaint  from 
tradesmen  during  the  year. 

Bat  Destruction. — Commencing  Nov.  2nd  to  Nov.  9th,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  conducted 
a special  campaign  against  rats,  and  71  rats  were  either  killed  by  dogs  or  poisoned.  The 
total  number  killed  during  the  year  was  123. 
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The  emptying  of  the  whole  of  the  pail  closets  in  the  district  has  been  let  by  contract  to 
Mr.  G.  H.  Hall  for  the  sum  of  £140,  and  he  is  responsible  for  the  disposal  of  the  contents. 
The  whole  of  the  district  is  now  scavenged  by  the  Council's  staff.

NOTE. — The  total  number  of  Nuisances  reported  were  215  and  of  these  198  have  been 
abated,  in  addition  to  8 left  over  from  1924. 

In  many  instances  one  notice  applies  to  a number  of  Nuisances. 

The  above  notices  do  not  include  those  served  under  the  Housing  Regulations. 

Overcrowding. — There  were  3 cases  of  overcrowding  found.  One  of  these  was  a cellar 
improperly  used  which  was  stopped,  the  other  was  overcrowding  due  to  taking  in  lodgers, 
other  than  members  of  the  family.  These  were  abated  at  the  time. 

Bye-Laws. — A Provisional  Order  repealing  certain  portions  of  the  “Haworth  Local 
Board  of  Health  Act,  1872,”  was  granted  on  the  27th  of  April,  1904,  and  the  new  bye-laws 
with  respect  to  “ Slaughter  Houses,”  was  confirmed  by  the  Local  Government  Board  on 
October  3rd,  and  those  for  New  Streets  and  Buildings,”  on  October  13th.  The  Board 
adopted  the  Model  Bye-laws  with  respect  to  “ Common  Lodging  Houses,”  and  these  were 
allowed  on  December  18th,  1890.  “Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk- 
shops  Order,  1866,”  came  into  force  in  May,  1890.  They  have  also  adopted  the  Models 
with  respect  to  Cleansing  of  Footpaths  and  Pavements  ” and  the  “ Prevention  of  Nuisances 
arising  from  Snow,  Filth,  Dust,  Ashes,  and  Rubbish,”  and  the  “ Prevention  of  the  Keeping 
of  Animals  on  any  premises  so  as  to  be  Injurious  to  Health.”  The  Haworth  Urban  District 
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Council  adopted  the  Model  Bye-laws  with  respect  to  “Offensive  Trades”  on  August  4th, 
and  these  were  allowed  by  the  Local  Government  Board  on  September  21st,  1905.  The 
Council  adopted  the  New  Model  Bye-laws  with  respect  to  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops 
on  May  4th,  1909,  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  of  July,  1909.  Bye-laws  with  regard 
to  “Means  of  Escape  in  case  of  Fire”  under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901,  were 
adopted  and  allowed  by  the  L.G.B.  on  May  1st,  1917.  New  Bye-laws  with  respect  to 
“New  Streets  and  Buildings”  were  adopted  by  the  Council  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
for  approval  in  October,  1923.  These  were  allowed  on  September  16th,  1924. 

Acts  of  Parliament  Adopted. — The  “ Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889,”  was 
adopted  for  this  District,  and  came  into  force  on  February  1st,  1890,  and  the  “ Public  Health 
(Amendment)  Act,  1890,”  was  adopted  in  1892.  The  following  portions  of  the  “ Public 
Health  (Amendment)  Act,  1907,”  have  been  adopted,  and  came  into  operation  on  Nov.  3rd, 
1911,  viz. : Part  II — minus  Section  19  ; Part  III — Sections  50  and  51  ; Part  IV — Sections 
61,  67,  and  68  ; Part  VIII — Sections  89  and  90,  and  Part  X — Sections  92,  93,  and  94. 

The  Slaughter  Houses,  consisting  of  6 licensed,  have  been  regularly  inspected.  All 
have  been  in  constant  use,  and  to  these  525  visits  have  been  paid  during  the  time  of 
slaughtering.  They,  from  a sanitary  point  of  view,  have  been  well  kept,  but  structually 
leave  much  to  be  desired,  there  being  no  proper  lairage,  and  no  cooling  place  apart  from 
the  Slaughter  House  itself,  and  the  provision  of  a well  equipped  Public  Abattoir  to  take  the 
place  of  the  private  slaughter-houses  should  be  considered,  as  previously  recommended. 

The  inspection  of  meat  has  been  carried  out  regularly,  systematically,  and  during  times 
of  slaughter.

During  the  year  1925,  1429  beasts,  2595  sheep,  2 calves,  174  pigs  have  been  inspected, 
with  the  result  that  3 sheep  and  287  edible  organs  which  were  diseased  and  unsound  were 
surrendered  and  destroyed  at  the  time  of  inspection  ; also  4 beasts  and  6 forequarters  of  beef, 
and  124  lbs.  of  fish. 

Up  to  August  there  was  one  Common  Lodging  House  in  the  District  to  which  29  visits 
were  paid.  This  was  a Model  Lodging  House  which  was  exceedingly  well  kept.  The  pre- 
mises were  kept  scrupulously  clean,  and  there  had  been  no  overcrowding  and  no  infectious 
disease.  It  has  been  adandoned  and  converted  into  a dwelling  house  and  shop. 

There  are  15  Bakehouses  and  these  are  well  kept  (69  visits  made) 
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Dairies  and  Cowsheds  : 178  visits  have  been  made  to  the  51  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  in 
the  district.  Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Amendment  Act,  1922,  which  came  into  oper- 
ation in  September,  1922,  a special  inspection  was  made  of  all  the  Cowsheds  in  the  district, 
including  those  which  had  not  previously  come  under  the  Dairies  & Cowsheds  Regulations. 
Two  of  our  worst  Cowsheds  have  been  condemned  and  one  has  been  rebuilt  and  made  into 
stables,  &c.,  and  one  pulled  down,  two  have  been  condemned  for  keeping  cattle  in  and  are 
used  for  store  places.  In  two  instances  the  drains  have  been  removed  from  inside. 

Offensive  Trades  : These  remain  the  same  as  previously,  viz.  : 2 Tripe  Boilers,  1 Gut 
Scraper,  and  1 Bone  Boiler  and  Fat  Refiner.  60  visits  have  been  paid  to  these  premises 
which  have  always  been  found  in  satisfactory  condition,  and  no  complaints  have  been 
received  with  respect  to  the  bone  boiling  works,  and  a new  drainage  system  has  been  laid. 

Smoke  Observations : 21  observations  of  Smoke,  each  of  one  hour’s  duration,  were  made 
of  the  principal  factory  chimneys.  There  has  been  an  improvement  upon  last  year.  The 
average  time  black  smoke  was  emitted  was  4-81  minutes.  Warning  notices  were  sent  to  5 
offenders  who  emitted  15  • 25,  12  • 00,  9 • 00,  8 • 50  and  6 • 25  minutes  per  hour. 

Report  under  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  for  the  year  1925  : Sixty-eight 
Workshops  have  been  examined,  and  225  visits  paid. 

A Register,  a Record  Book,  and  a Fire  Escape  Book  are  kept,  in  which  details  are 
entered  up  as  to  sanitation,  air-space,  ventilation,  drainage  of  floors,  cleanliness,  &c. 

The  “ Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment  Act),  1890,”  is  in  force  in  this  District.

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No  Insanitary  Conditions  were  found. 

Lime-washing  was  ordered  to  be  carried  out  in  five  instances. 

There  was  no  Overcroiuding  found. 

One  New  Workshop  has  been  notified  to  the  Factory  Inspector. 

The  Outivorkers  in  the  district  are  composed  entirely  of  Menders  at  their  own  homes. 
These,  15  in  number,  have  been  under  regular  inspection,  and  no  defects  have  been  found. 

H.  M.  Inspectors  of  Factories  has  this  year  sent  3 notices,  in  respect  to  (1)  Ivy  Bank 
Mills  to  provide  intervening  Ventilation  to  certain  w.c.’s  at  these  mills  ; (2)  Insufficiency  of 
Closet  Accommodation  for  Hall  Croft  Manufacturing  Co.,  Hall  Croft  Works ; (3)  to  Bronte 
Cafe  Bakehouse  to  lime-wash.  Nos.  1 and  3 have  been  complied  with,  and  No.  2 is  in 
progress. 

Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children. — The  West  Riding  County  Council  in  Sep- 
tember, 1908,  appointed  ten  whole-time  officers  to  undertake  this  work  throughout  the 
Administrative  County.  Dr.  Stuart  Lindsay,  S.M.O.,  has  charge  of  all  the  Schools  in  this 
district. 

School  Water  Supply  and  Closets. — The  Haworth  Central  Mixed  and  Infant  Schools 
and  the  Lees  Mixed  and  Infant  Schools,  all  have  the  town’s  water  laid  on.  The  Lees 
School  is  supplied  with  Waste  Water  Closets,  and  the  Haworth  Central  Schools  are  now 
supplied  with  Fresh  Water  Closets  which  discharge  into  the  new  sewer  laid  last  year. 

Milk  Supply. — The  milk  supply  for  the  district  has  been  maintained  both  as  to 
quantity  and  quality.  20  samples  of  milk  have  been  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  for 
analysis,  and  the  results  in  every  case  pronounced  to  be  genuine.  The  mean  average  of  fat 
for  the  20  samples  works  out  at  3 • 89,  which  is  a decrease  upon  that  of  last  year. 

Sale  of  Foods  and  Drugs  Act. — Under  these  Acts  samples  are  taken  by  the  West 
Riding  County  Inspector,  who  resides  at  Skipton. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. — The  total  births  registered  were  80  in  number  (41  males  and  39  females). 
This  is  equivalent  to  a birth-rate  of  12-3  per  1000,  as  compared  with  13-2  last  year, 
11-9  in  1923,  15-2  in  1922,  17-5  in  1921,  17-1  in  1920,  13-3  in  1919,  9-5  in  1918,  10-7 
in  1917,  12-7  in  1916,  14-3  in  1915,  18-2  in  1914,  and  15-7  in  1913.  There  was  1 
illegitimate  female  birth. 

Deaths. — The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  district  were  71.  To  this  must  be  added 
25  deaths  belonging  thereto,  transferred  from  other  districts,  and  subtracted  3 deaths  not 
belonging  thereto,  transferred  to  other  districts.  This  gives  a corrected  total  of  93  (40 
males  and  53  females),  and  is  equivalent  to  a death  rate  of  12  *7  per  1000  living,  as 
compared  with  17-5  last  year,  12-5  in  1923,  14-8  in  1922,  13-7  in  1921,  15-6  in  1920, 
16-9  in  1919,  15-1  in  1918,  15-9  in  1917,  16-6  in  1916,  14-7  in  1915,  and  in  1914.

In  the  following  Table  II  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  birth-rate  has  only  been 
lower  on  two  previous  occasions. 

The  general  death-rate  has  only  on 
one  occasion  (1923)  been  a trifle  lower, 
and  yet  45-1  per  cent,  of  the  total 
deaths  were  those  of  persons  over  65 
years  of  age. 

The  Infant  Mortality  (87 ‘5  per 
1000  births)  although  again  the  highest 
in  the  Combined  District,  is  a great 
improvement  upon  that  of  last  year.  Of 
the  7 deaths,  5 occurred  during  the  first 
month  and  4 during  the  first  week  of  life. 

The  causes  of  the  Infant  deaths  are 
shown  in  L.G.B.  Table  IV. 

There  was  only  1 Uncertified  Death  : 
viz.  : F.  78.  Probably  Heart  Failure.

Public  Health  ( Tuberculosis ) Regulations,  1912. — This  Order  came  into  operation  on 
February  1st,  1913.  During  the  past  year  9 cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were 
Notified  and  2 Non-Pulmonary.  Of  these  one  has  died  since,  and  4 were  removed  to 
Sanatorium  or  Hospital.  Three  deaths  were  returned  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  This 
is  equivalent  to  a death  rate  from  Phthisis  of  0-4  1,000  living.  26  cases  from  Haworth 
were  in  attendance  at  the  Keighley  Dispensary. 

National  Iusurance  Act : Provision  of  Sanatoria,  die. — The  West  Riding  County 
Council  under  their  scheme  provided  Dispensaries  at  Settle,  Skipton,  and  Keighley,  and 
Dr.  E.  Allan  Wilson,  of  Keighley  is  in  charge.  Cases  from  the  Worth  Valley  Districts 
attend  at  the  Keighley  Dispensary,  and  those  unable  to  attend  are  seen  at  their  own  homes. 
Suitable  cases  are  sent  through  the  West  Riding  Insurance  Committee  to  existing  Sana- 
toria and  Hospitals  in  various  parts  of  the  Riding,  as  well  as  to  their  own  Sanatorium 
at  Middleton,  near  Ilkley.  They  had  accommodation  for  577  beds,  and  70  further  beds 
were  provided  during  1922.  In  1924  they  had  accommodation  for  707  beds.  In  1925  this 
was  increased  to  829  beds. 

Infant  Mortality  and  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907. — The  County  Council  adopted 
the  Act  for  their  West  Riding  area,  and  organised  a combined  Nursing  Scheme  for  the 
Riding  to  embrace  Birth  Notification,  School  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors,  in  conjunction 
where  possible  with  existing  District  Nursing  Associations.  A nurse  was  appointed  for  the 
three  Worth  Valley  Districts,  and  infant  welfare  centre  was  started  in  1916  at  Haworth. 
This  is  held  in  a room  at  the  Central  School  by  Nurse  Mitchell  and  a Committee  of  ladies. 
The  meetings  are  held  fortnightly,  and  there  have  been  25  meetings  during  the  year. 
22  Medical  Clinics  were  held  by  Dr.  Lindsay.  Special  addresses  to  the  mothers  were  given 
on  various  occasions  by  Dr.  Lindsay,  Nurse  Gawkrodges,  of  Halifax,  Miss  Cockshott, 
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of  Oakworth,  and  Mrs.  Holden,  and  Nurse  Mitchell  has  given  talks  on  a great  variety  of 
subjects.  Patterns  of  clothing  are  cut  out  and  knitting  done  at  each  meeting.  There  are 
275  mothers  on  the  register,  and  the  average  attendance  at  the  Centre  have  been  31  mothers 
and  32  babies.  1653  visits  to  mothers  in  Haworth  and  300  in  Oakworth  have  been  paid 
by  Nurse  Mitchell,  and  52  pre-natal  visits.  An  average  of  5 or  6 mothers  attend  the  Centre 
from  Oakworth.  421  lbs.  of  “ Glaxo”  and  392  lbs  of  “ Virol  ” were  sold  during  the  year. 

Useful  advice  has  also  been  given  by  the  Nurse  in  case  of  measles  34,  whooping  cough 
2,  chicken  pox  8,  and  mumps  8. 

Midwives'  Act. — The  administration  of  the  Midwives’  Act  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
County  Council,  which  is  the  Local  Supervising  Authority. 

Venereal  Disease. — Clinics  for  Venereal  cases  are  held  under  the  County  Council  twice 
a week  in  the  evening,  at  Victoria  Hospital,  Keighley,  at  which  1 male  and  1 female, 
syphilis,  attended,  2 males  and  1 female  for  gonorrhoea,  and  1 male  non-venereal  from 
Haworth,  with  the  results  that  1 male,  syphilis,  defaulted,  and  1 non-venereal  was 
discharged.  The  others  are  still  under  treatment.

During  the  year  57  houses  w7ere  inspected  under  the  “ Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c., 
Act.”  Of  this  number,  14  were  found  to  be  in  all  respects  fit  for  human  habitation,  43 
with  defects  remediable  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  30  of  the  latter  have  been  dealt 
with,  and  13  are  in  progress.  In  addition,  work  has  been  carried  out  in  10  houses  out  of 
the  27  left  over  1924,  the  remaining  17  cannot  be  carried  out  until  Upper  Carlton  Street 
Brow  has  been  sewered. 

By  private  enterprize  2 semi-detached  houses,  and  2 detached  houses,  and  2 others 
have  been  erected.

1.  The  completion  of  the  main  sewerage  of  Haworth,  and  House  connections  therewith.

3.  To  consider  the  provision  of  a Refuse  Destructor. 

4.  To  consider  the  provision  of  further  Housing  accommodation.
